Reports to The Star Tuesday said 


that ice deliverymen were refusing 
to sell coupon-books to 
consumers 


on the 50-cent basis. "We haven't any 
company 
orders 
permitting us to 


charge the new low price," they told 
the housewives of the city. 


Mayor John Vesey has made pro- 


test to the Railroad Commission, ask- 
ing that the order against the South- 
ern Ice be enforced. When the Rail- 
road Commission handed 
down its 


order last Tii. rsdayu June 16, it said 
that the 50-c-r.t price was to go into, 
effect immediately. 


The City of Hope is powerless at 


law to enforce any action against the 
ice company, but must work through 
the rate-making body, the Railroad 
commission, attorneys believe. 


Although the ice company protested 


against having to make .the reduction, 
during the hearing last Thursday at 
Ihe city hall, it did not indicate that 
it would appeal to the courts. Nor 
has any court action been filed by 
the company since then, so far as city 
officials know. 


Ignore Order 


The company, instead of contesting 


the order, is simply ignoring it, city 
officials 
believe —• and 
they 
have 


promptly" appealed'1 to" the Railroad 
Commission for enforcement. 
„ 


In some quarters there was uncer- 


tainly as to whether the ice company 
might not resort to the courts in an 
attempt to destroy the rate-making au- 
thority of the Railroad Commission. 
An Oklahoma law -similar 
to Ar- 


kansas', declaring the manufacture of 
ice to be a monopoly and 
providing 


lor the regulation of rates by the 
slate, was declared unconstitutional 
this spring "by the United States Su- 
preme Court. 


Law May Be Issue 


In the opinion of Prosecuting At- 


torney Carl E. Bailey, of Little Rock, 
the effect of the supreme court de- 
cision was to destroy both the mo- 
nopoly and rate-regulating features 
ol state ice laws. 


However, The Star pointed out edi- 


torially several months ago that the 
monopoly feature had been stricken 
out by both the Arkansas and Okla- 
homa state supreme courts prior to 
the federal decision, and that the fed- 
eral decision from Oklahoma was ap- 
parently based solely on an appeal 
regarding the monopoly feature. 


Authority of the state to regulate 


prices did not appear to be an issue, 
und since then, some Hope attorneys 
have come to the same conclusion— 
that Arkansas still has tho right to 
establish the price of ice. 


Tlu' Arkansas Law 


The Arkansas law contemplates that 


where there is dissatisfaction over the 
price of ice the city government shall 
lilt* a petition with the Railroad Com- 
mission, which will either hand down 
an immediate decision or hold a pub- 
lic hearing. In tho case of Hope, the 
latter course was followed—and at the 
end of that hearing the Railroad Com- 
mitsion ordered the price reduced to 
50 cents. 


If further warning from the Rail- 


read Commission should prove incf- 
icctivc, the ice company would be

Steel Prices and Prosperity 


AN interesting commentary on the chances for a return of ! 


prosperity in the near future is provided in a current bul- 


letin frofn. the Alexander Hamilton Institute, which estimates 
that the steel trade cannot revive until there is a 31 per cent 
leducetion in steel prices. 


In 1921, the institute points out, the steel industry slash- 


ed prices so heavily as to offset the increase in the value of 
the dollar. These bargain prices led to a flood of new orders 
which eventually brought the industry to a record high pro- 
duction; and the steel industry for years has been regarded as 
a barometer for American industry in general. 


In this depression, however, steel prices have declined

When Murray was an infant his 


nothcr died and his father remarried. 
When he was 12, he and his brother 
ran nway from home. 


"I remember I left home on the day 


jcforc Gnrfleld died," he related. "I 
insscd a cotlon gin and n boy yelled 
.o me: 'Do you know Garfleld is 
lead?' I hollered back: 'Who's Gar- 
icld?' and Ihe boy answered 'He's the 
resident.' It was 
the 
first timo I 


lad ever heard the word president; ] 
didn't know what he meant." 


Murray worked as a cotlon picker 


and cordwood chopper until he was 
taken in by Mr. and Mrs. E. R. Loper, 
armers of Wise county, Texas. He 
pent a year Ihcre, working on the 
arm and attending school, and then 
ared forth as a book agent, He work- 
xl his way through school at Spring- 
own, Texas, and later taught school 
at several places. 


Eventually he was elected lo Ihe 


Texas slate senate. A little lalcr he 
moved lo Corsicana where he rented 
Ihe back end of a negro barbershop 
and started a newspaper. At nights, 
he read law. Soon he was admitlcd 
to the bar. 


In 1898, Murray moved to Tishomin- 


go, Okla., then 
the 
capital of the 


Chicharaw Indian nation. He soon 
became attorney for the tribe, was 
admitted into it and a little later he 
married the niece of Douglas H. John- 
son, governor of the nation. She was 
Miss Alice Hcarrcll, a school teacher. 


Following an unsuccessful attempt 


to carve 
an 
Indian state 
named 


"Scquoyah" out of the Indian lands, 
Murray joined those who were creat- 
ing the slate of Oklahoma and drafled 
a model constitution. He was elected 
president of the constitutional con- 
vention which met al Guthrie in 1907. 


In 1012 and again in 1914 "Alfalfa 


Bill"—so nicknamed because be had 
encouraged Oklahoma farmers to plant 
thtat crop—was elected to Congress.

then browing in Europe. They laugh- 
ed at me, but they elected me. On the 
day after I was nominated, German 
troops marched into Belgium." 


I asked Governor Murray how he 


knew, before the assassin's shot at 
Carajevc, thai the World war was 
coming. 


"From the reports on secret Euro- 


pean Ircatics at the State Depart- 
ment," 
he 
replied. 
"Secretary of 


State Byan, friend of mine, let me 
read Ihose confidential reports. It 
was clear thai war was coming." 


In 1D1G, Murray was busy predicting 


thtal America would soon be dragged 
into the war. That was the year Wil- 
son was running for re-election on a 
platform of "He kept us out of war." 
Murray was defeated for rc-elcclion. 


Bcalen, Murray toured South Amer- 


ica for several years. He traveled al- 
most the length of Ihe Amazon, swap- 
ping 10-ccnl store 
mirrors 
to the 


jungle Indians who paddled his canoe. 
He made six trips to South America 
between 1919 and 1923. 


"Each time I came back from one 


of these Irips, I could sec Ihe Uniled 
States slipping more and more," Mur- 
ray said. "I saw the approach of the 
rirci-ont depression—I foresaw the mil- 
ions of unemployed we have loday. 
Unless we meet Ihis, our nation will 
break, up into little bands like Home 
lid in the seventh century; Ihese un- 
organized bands will lake whal they 
can gel; in 
the

•liscn.sc will wipe them out; the people 
n the remote regions will ba Ihosc 
who will survive." 


Thus was born Murray's Bolivian 


colony idea. He made a contract with 
the Bolician government 
for 75,000 


acres of rich prairie land near Ihe 
foot of the Andes, interested 1 Okla- 
homa farm families in his plan and 
tct out wilh Ihem for South America 
in May. 1924. 


"We sailed from New Orleans. Our 


cclonisls began to get homesick. Some 
of them wanted to go back before we 
got to Cuba. Others quit al Panama. 
We landed at Antofagasta, Chila, and 
took a train inland to the railroad 
head. The rest of the way we travel- 
ed by ox cart. By that time, all but 
two had quil us; and they lefl for 
home Ihe following week." 


Bui Murray, his wife and Iwo sons 


and Iheir wives wenl ahead. They 
founded the colony, populated il with 
native labor and resident European 
farmers and remained there five years. 


"The 
first year we were mighty 


lonesome," he continued, "but after 
that we got lo like il." 


The governor turned lo his five- 


year-old grandson, Johnny Murray, 
who was playing on Ihe bedroom floor. 


"See that boy?" "He was born in 


South America. I delivered him. I

There wasn't a doctor in 209 
miles. No, I never studied medicine; 
but I picked up a little knowledge ot 
it by listening to doctors testify be- 
fore the Pensions Committee in Con- 
gress and by reading books on anat- 
omy." 


The Brazilian government canceled 


Murray's concession and ho'nnd ••his 
family came back in August. 1929. Hu 
says his South American venture cost 
ills practically every dollar lhat he 
:iad—that he refunded all the money 
collcclcd from the Oklahoma farm- 
ers for the liuid. though he did not 
'efund their transportation expenses. 


Five mcnths after Murray returne I 


o Oklahoma he became a candidate 
or governor, announcing in January, 
1930. 


"When I left Tishomingo to begin 


my campaign I had exactly $13," he 
related. "I gave my wife 51 of' this 
to buy postage stamps so she could 
write me while .1 was gone: andjjpr-- 
ranged1-'with' a" IW*e"n'iiljtrc"dii''*glBb'cer' of 
Tishomingo to credit her for fcod 
while I was away." 


The details of Murray's campaign j 


which he lived largely, on cheese ancs 
crackers are too well known for repe- 
tition here. However, he denies that 
he hitch-hiked, insisting that these 
rides were provided by friendly farm- 
ers who hauled him over the state 
in their Fords. Keeping away from 
tho unfriendly big cities until the lost, 
he made his appeal to the farmers and 
won handsomely. 


As governor, his actions often have 


been drastic and equally picturesque, 
several times lie has called out state 
troops to enforce his executive ord- 
ers.

Book in the County Clerk's office and 
1 the Clerk should keep a record of .all 
fees received and from what source. 
The records of the County Clerk's of- 
fice are kept in a business-like man- 
ner and feel he and his able assistanl 
are doing everything possible to show 
true condition of County affairs. 


Fourth: We checked and verified 


Seal Tax account of Willie Harris, 
Circuit Clerk, and found he had set- 
tled in full with State and was due 
the County a small balance, which 
was settled in full. We were unable 
to verify his Salary account, as no 
Fee Book was kept, except Chancery, 
Civil and Criminal Court fees. Re- 
cording fees could not be checked, as 
so many instruments carry different 
fees. (We estimated the recorded in- 
struments at ?1.75 net). We wish to 
call attention to the County Court 1o 
the Importance of installing Fee Book 
in Circuit Clerk's office, and Clerk 
keeping record of all fees received 
and from what source. The records of 
the Circuit Clerk's office reflect every 
transaction (except Fees) and are kept 
in a business-like manner. 


We were unable to check'Fine Ac- 


count of Sheriff and Constables, for 
reason in many instances Sheriff was 
charged with fines and costs in Mu- 
nicipal Court, when fine should be 
paid into County Treasury and Cos,ts 
to officers in charge. 


In many instances Constables will 


bring persons committted to jail in 
J. P. Court and never 'lie any receipt 
with the County Clerk showing dis-
